The Hueria nmclnlﬁ and Admiral

GUNS BEGIN TO POP IN ARIZONA,

Armed Mexicans Start For the Border
Robhing As They Go.

Nognles, Ariz—A rald of armed
Mexleans on the United States side of
the horder occurred about 20 miles
enst of Nogalex, when a dozen Mexl
eang well equipped with guns, started
from Patagonia, Ariz, to rob mining
camps on their way to the border,
Americans from Nogales and surround.
Ing towns quickly armed themselves
and started In pursult of the Mexieans,
The orders of the Americans are to
gthoot If the Mexleans show Oght.
Americans in the copper mining region
west of here have been terrorized by
the rising of the Mexieans.

It was sald that at least 100 mem-
bers of Congreas had expressed thom-
selves In favor of more aggressive
action toward Mexlco by the Adminls-
tration,

Newspapers at the capital published
storles to the effect that American
forees at Vern Cruz slaughtered wom:
en and children, and called on all
Mexicans to retallate in similar man.
ner,

Definite instructions from Admiral
Badger to all American non-combat-
ants to leave Vera Cruz by the steamer
Mexieo were posted.

No Intimation has been recelved that
Huertn will release the Americans,
some of whom are women and chil
dren, who are held at Cordoba,
Oriznba, Pachuca, Aguascallentes and
other places.

Secretary Garrlson announced he
had Issued no orders for any further
troop movements and that Army offi.
cers were to use thelr own discretion
in protecting international bridges on
the horder.
